Years, 


Eminent Jurist Closes Earthly Career 


NOTABLE CAREER IS ENDED 


Over Sixty Years in Practice!

Judge John Morris, eldest member 


of the Allen county bar, foremos: 
among the pioneer lawyers of north' 
eastern Indiana and for sixty yeara 
a conspicuous figure in the legal fra- 
ternity of the state, died at 1:65 
o'clock Saturday morning at his home 
1383 Maple avenue. 
Judge Morris 


was 88 years of age, and his death 
was due entirely to the infirmities 
which came upon him as the resuli 
of advancing1 years. 
Calmly ant: 


peacefully, without an indication of 
pain or suffering, the venerable jurist 
breathed his last, and the long, ac- 
tive and useful life gave way to the 
benediction of eternal rest. 


For several days it had been real- 


ized that the end was near. It was 
apparent that the splendid vitality 
which had sustained Judge Morris 
to a point far J^yond the usual span 
of life was une 
f,\ to a longer strug- 


gle, and friends could only await in 
the sorrow that bowed them down 
the passing of tha 
gifted, kindly, 


lovable and brilliant man. For sev- 
eral months the rigors of the winter 
had made it necessary 
for Judgu 


Morris to remain, indoors, but it was 
not until a few days ago that there 
came the collapse which preceded the 


end. 
It was on Wednesday that the 


aged man suffered a sinking attack, 
lapsing- into 
unconsciousness 
from 


which, he 
did no't rally. All the 


members of Judge Morris' family 
save one daughter, Mrs. Woodworth, 
who is in Colorado, were at his bed- 
side when, the end came. 


JUDGE MOBBIS* LIFE. 


Judge John Morris was born near 


New Lisbon, Oolumbiana county, O., 
December 6, 1816, and 
was 
the 


fourth of. twelve children, 
ternal 
great-grandfather, 


His pa 
Jenkins 


Morris, was a naval engineer who 
emigrated in the latter portion of 
the eighteenth century from "Wales 
.to London county, Va. John Morris, 
son of the latter, moved in 1801 to 
Columbiana county. Ohio, and pur- 
chased a farm upon which his chil- 
dren and the children of bis son Jon- 
athan, father, of Judge .Morris, were 
afterwards born, and which, is-still 
owned 
and occupied by direct de- 


scendants of the 
Morris 
family. 


Sarah Snider, wife of Jonathan Mor- 
ris and mother of Judge Morris, WEB 
of German descent, her family hav- 
ing emigrated from Worms to Co- 
lumbiana county, Ohio, in 1799. 


Judge Morris' ancestors were par- 


ticularly noted for longevity. 
His 


father's mother died in 1846 lacking 
but a few days of being 102 years of 


age. 
His maternal grandmother died 


in her ninety-second year. His peo- 
ple were Quakers, and 
from 
that 


sturdy citizenship Judge Morris in- 
herited many of the admirable traits 
which, characterized his 
own long 


and eminent career. 


WAS A FABMER BOY. 


The earlier years of his life were 


spent upon, his father's Ohio farm, 
and until he was fifteen years of age 
his life was not different from that 
of the farmer boys of those pioneer 
days. 


During the winter months he at- 


tended the Quaker schools in 
the 


neighborhood, which were exception- 
ally good for these primitive days. 
At the age of fifteen, with the idea 
of gaining a more advanced educa-- 
tion, young Morris went to 
Rich- 


mond, Ind., entered tha Quaker acad- 
emy at that place and devoted three 
years to the study of history, natural 
philosophy and mathematics. 
In 


this institution, were schooled many 
of the brilliant men whose lives later 
left their -impress upon the develop- 
ment and progress of Indiana and 
the west. 


Completing the course here Mr, 


Morris returned to New Lisbon, 0., 
nnd for three years worked at the 
\trade of a millwright. 
Closely asso- 


ciated with him at this time was Ms 
friend, Dr. J. E. Hendricks, p, bril- 
liant young man who later became 
famous as a mathematician and au- 
thor of the Annalist, a mathematical 
work in ten volumes.

years later, in 1841, he was formally 
admitted to practice at New Lisbon. 
Examination for admission was a 
considerably' more

ceeding than has obtained in recent 
times. 


Judges McClain and'Hitchcock, of 


the Ohio supreme court, who were 
then holding a session of court at 
New Lisbon, conducted the examina- 
tion rigidly, and for this purpose as- 
sociated with them not only all the 
members of the Columbiana county 
bar, but all who were attending 
court at that session. Among those 
who assisted in conducting the exam- 
ination were two who later rose to 
greater distinction, in state and na- 
tion. They were Edwin M. Stanton, 
who became secretary of war under 
the martyred Lincoln, 
and David 


Todd, afterwards governor of Ohio. 
Young Morris came through the test 
with great credit and was duly ad- 
mitted as an attorney.

thereafter the young lawyer was of- 
fered a partnership by Hiram Qris- 
wold, afterwords one of the attor- 
neys in the defense of John, Brown, 
of Oesawatomie, in his trial which 
followed his famous ante-bellum raid 
at Harpers' Ferry, Va., planned as 
the initial stroke in a wild scheme 
for the emancipation of the slaves. 
Young Morris accepted, and for three 
years was in practice with Mr. Gris- 
wold. 


LOCATED IN ATJBURM\ 


Growing restless under conditions

NAMED AS COMMISSIONER. 
In 1881 the Indiana legislature 


provided, for a 
commission as an 


•auxiliary to the supreme' court, de- 
signed to relieve that body of 
the 


press of business which, was accu- 
mulating more rapidly than it could 
be disposed of by the regular court. 
The act provided that the members 
of-,the supreme court should appoint 
five commissioners to serve in such, 
capacity, and It was arranged by the 
judges that each should select one 
member of the commission from his 
own judicial district, and these selec- 
tions were then confirmed by 
the 


court. 


Judge "Worden, though, a democrat, 


promptly chose 
his friend, Judge 


Morris, who was a republican, as a 
member of this commission, and in 
this capacity Judge Morris served 
from April 27, 1881, to September 
1, 1883, when he voluntary resigned 
to resume the practice of .law in Fort 
Wayne. 
While on this commission, 


Judge Morris decided a total of 175 
cases, which, are reported

Mr. Aldrich removed to Chicago in 
1SS6, after which Judge Morris and 
Mr. Barrett continued the business 
as Morris & Barrett until 1891. In 
the latter year the firm of Morris & 
Barrett and the firm of Bell A Mor- 
ris united under the firm name of 
Morris, Ball, Barrett & Morris, the

This was widely recognized as one 
cf the very strongest law firms of 
the Indiana bar.

When the case was orally argued 


at Indianapolis Mr. Breckenridge in- 
sisted that Judge Morris make the 
opening argument. He did so and 
presented the argument 
which he 


thought should, and finally did, gov- 
ern the decision of the court. After 
this argument, Senator Prafct, who 
was to close the case, arose and de- 
clared that he had nothing to say 
except that he wished to rest the case 
upon Judge Morris' argument.

breathed his last, and the long, ac 
tive and useful life gave way to thi 
benediction of eternal rest. 


For several days it had been, real

JUDGE MOBBIS* LIFE. 


Judge John Morris was born neaa 


New Lisbon, Columbiana county, 0.: 
December 6, 1816, and 
was 
tha 


fourth, of. twelve children. 
His pa- 


ternal 
great-grandfather, 
Jenkins 


Morris, was a naval engineer who 
emigrated in the latter portion, of 
the eighteenth century from Wales 
.to Loudon county, Va. John Morris, 
son of the latter, moved in 1801 to 
Columbiana county, Ohio, and pur- 
chased a farm 'upon which, nls chil- 
dren and the children of his son Jon- 
athan, father of Judge Morris, were 
afterwards born, and which is still 
owned 
occupied by direct de- 


scendants of 
the 
Morris 
family. 


Sarah Snider, wife of Jonathan Mor- 
ris and mother of Judge Morris, waa 
of German descent, her family hav- 
ing emigrated from Worms to Co- 
lumbinna county, Ohio, in 1799, 


Judge Morris' ancestors were par- 


ticularly noted for longevity. 
His 


father's mother died in 1846 lacking 
but a few days of being 102 years of 
age. His maternal grandmother died 
in her ninety-second year. His peo- 
ple were Quakers, and 
from 
that 


sturdy citizenship Judge Morris in- 
herited many of the admirable traits 
which characterized his 
own loni 


and eminent career. 


WAS A FARMER BOY. 


The earlier years of his life were 


spent upon Ms father's Ohio farm, 
and until he was fifteen years of age 
his life was not different from that 
of the farmer boys of those pioneer 
days. 


During the winter months he at- 


tended the Quaker schools in 
the 


neighborhood, which were exception- 
ally good for those primitive days. 
At the age of fifteen, with the idea 
of gaining a more advanced educa- 
tion, young Morris went to 
Rich- 


mond, Ind., entered the Quaker acad- 
emy at that plane and devoted three 
years to the study of history, natural 
philosophy 
and 
mathematics. 
In 


this institution were schooled many 
of the brilliant men whose lives later 
left their impress upon the develop- 
ment and progress of Indiana and 
ihe west. 


Completing the course 
here Mr. 


Morris returned to New Lisbon, O., 
nnd for three years worked at the 
\trade of a millwright. 
Closely asso- 


ciated with him at this time was his 
friend, Dr. J. E. Hendricks, a bril- 
liant young man who later became 
famous as a mathematician and au- 
thor of the Annalist, a mathematical 
work in ten volumes. During this 
time his studies were not "neglected, 
literature and mathematics claiming 
the 
enthusiastic 
attention of the 


young student. 


ADMITTED TO BAR. 


Mr. Morris was twenty-one years 


of nge before he turned his attention 
to the law, beginning -his legal stud-

years later, in 1841, he was formally 
admitted to practice at New Lisbon. 
Examination for admission 
was a 


considerably' more 
formidable pro- 


ceeding than has obtained in recent 
times. 


Judges HcClain and Hitchcock, of 


the Ohio supreme court, who were 
then holding a session of court at 
New Lisbon, conducted the examina- 
tion rigidly, and for this purpose as- 
sociated with them not only all the 
members of the Columbiana county 


but all who were 
attending 


court at that session. 
Among those 


who assisted in conducting the exam- 
ination were two wlio later rose to 
greater distinction in state and na- 
tion. They were Edwin M. Stanton, 
who became secretary of war under 
the martyred Lincoln, 
and 
David 


Todd, afterwards governor of Ohio. 
Young Morris came through the test 
with great credit and was duly ad- 
mitted as^an attorney. Immediately 
thereafter the young lawyer was of- 
fered a partnership by Hiram Gris- 
wold, afterwards one of the attor- 
neys in the defense of John Brown, 
of Ossawatomie, in MB trial which 
followed his famous ante-bellum raid 
at Harpers' Ferry, Va,, planned as 
the initial stroke in a wild scheme 
for the emancipation of the slaves. 
Young Morris accepted, and for three 
years was in practice with, Mr. Chris- 
wold. 


LOCATED IN AUBURN. 


Growing restless under conditions 


there, and believing that there were 
greater opportunities in some of the 
growing towns to the' westward, he 
came in 1844 with his friend Hen- 
dricks to northern Indiana, locating 
at Auburn for the practice

Shortly after 
the organization of the cemetery as- 
sociation upon a plan which contem- 
plated the purchase of the present 
magnificent tract of land, which was 
then the property of Jesse L. Wil- 
liams, others set up claim to the title 
of the lard and the case, known, as 
that of 
Dequindre et al- rs. Wil- 


Hams, was stubbornly f r ug-ht step by 
step to the highest court. 


Judge Morris was the attorney for 


Tesse L. Williams in this famous 
case and he wrote both briefs which 
were filed in the case upon behalf 
cf the appellees. The first brief writ- 
ten by Judge Morris presented the 
views of Robert Brackenridge and 
Senator Pratt, who were also interest- 
ed in the case as 
counsel. 
Judge 


Morris did n>ot believe the case could 
te won upon that brief and so in- 
formed his client, Mr. Williams, who 
directed him to prepare a brief ac- 
cording to his own views, which he 
accordingly did. 


When the case was orally argued 


at Indianapolis Mr. Breckenridge in- 
sisted that Judge Morris make the 
opening argument. 
He did so and 


presented the argument 
which he 


thought should, and finally did, gov- 
ern the decision of the court. After 
this argument, Senator Pratt, who 
was 'to close the case, arose and de- 
clared that he had nothing to say 
except that he wished to rest the case 
upon Judge Morris' argument. 
T,he 


case was 
affirmed, 
constituting a 


magnificent victory for Judge Mor- 
ris, and his clients were so pleased 
with what he had done for them that. 
in addition to a liberal fee, they pre- 
sented him with a deed to one of the 
aandsomest lots in Lindenwood cem- 
etery, an honor never conferred upon 
another. 
The Incident was one to 


which Judge Morris often referred 
with especial pleasure. 
He will be 


laid to rest in the tract thus present- 
ed him by the association. 


NEVER SOUGHT OFFICE. 


Politically in the early days Judge 


Morris was affiliated with the whigs, 
and from the birth of the republican 
party down to his death 
was an 


ardent believer in the principles and 
policies of that organization. How- 
ever, he never sought office, but on 
the contrary declined -time and again 
to become a candidate for important 
places, though repeatedly urged by 
his party leaders to do so. Ee loved 
ils home and his profession 
too 


devotedly to exchange either for the 
:urmoil of politics. 


From boyhood to his closing days 


ie wns a lover of good books, for his 
mind was fashioned to study, indus- 
try and research. 
For mathematics 


he always exhibited an especial fond- 
ness, and even in the closing years 
of his life delighted in the solution 
of difficult mathematical problems. 
He was fond of the country, of its

.WHAT OF HIGH-PEICED LAWDP 


Henry Wallace Tells How It Can Ba 


Handled to Advantage. 


(Henry Wallace, Editor of Wallace's 


Farmer.) 


We must not raise grain contin- 


ually; we must not raise cows for 
their calves alone or mores for their 
colts alone. Our methods of feeding 
steers must 
be revised. 
The old 


methods are not wise ones now. Corn 
is higher, land is higher, and there 
is not now the margin for the feeder 
that formerly existed. 
Feeding, to 


be successful, must be done with a 
definite object of producing the .max- 
imum of beef with the minimum of 
feed. The time has come when farm- 
ing, to be profitable, must be done on 
scientific principles. 


BEST METHODS OF MILKING. 


After-Manipulation of the Udder Pro- 


duces Much Butter-Fat. 


The Heg-eluncl method of milkine-, 


which is really a series of manipula- 


obtsined was j-bout one pound per 
head daily, the average butter fat 
:n the milk 0.1 pound. The average 
fat content of the herd milk 
ob- 


tained in the regular milking was 
4.29 per cent.; of the residual ir 
10.32 per cent,, or 2,4 times as large 
as the former. The time required for 
after-milking- 
by the method 
was 


from two to three minutes. 


One man can readily 
after-milk 


twenty cows an tour if there are no 
extra weightings, samplings and re- 
cording of weights to be done. We 
pay at this station fifteen cents an- 
hour for milking. This may be con- 
sidered a rather high price under 
present conditions in the northwest- 
ern 
states. 
The after-milking1 of 


twenty cows would take a man about 
two hours a day and would, there- 
fore, cost thirty cents. We have seen 
that we obtain on the average an im- 
mediate increase of about one pound 
of milk and one-tenth of a pound 
of butter fat par cow by the process 
of after-milking, or 
from 
twenty 


cows two pounds of butter fat. 
If 


butter fat is worth twemfcy-five cents 
a pound (an average figure), the 
value of the increased yield would 


fifty cents—that is, there wouli 


lie a gain of twenty cents a day per 
twenty cows, or about S60 a year, as 
the direct and immediate gain from 
practicing- the manipulation method.

in a Silo. 


They do not make 
a satisfactory 


food for dairy cows. The writer re- 
calls quite distinctly feeding a-lim- 
ited amount of cabbage on certain 
occasions to the cows on his father's 
farm. The cattle ate them with rel- 
ish, but they had an undesirable ef- 
fect on the milk and butter. 
They 


are never regarded as a satisfactory 
food on that account. Certainly the 
cabbages would have to be chopped 
up fine in order to preserve them, 
otherwise too much air would get in 
and they would certainly decay. 
If 


cliopped up fine and compressed it 
is possible that cabbage 
could ba 


preserved in a manner,but the writer 
does not believe that the resulting 
product would prove satisfactory for 
dairy cows.
